STRISING INTERVIEW WITH DR. 
WE TING-FANG 

©The powers most withdraw re 
cognition fran the Peking Govern. 
ment and if they do not grant it to 
the Canton Government to prevent 
further friction they should leave the 
two factions on eyoal terms to 
struggle for thé upper hand.” 

_ As he uttered these words with 
intense conviction, Dr. Wa Ting-fang, 
Canton Government Minister~ of 
Forviga Afisirs, leaned forward cam- 
estly, his dark €yes glowing and his 
pointed forefinger trembling. Te 
veteran. Chinese statesman wat 
speaking to’ a China’ Mail reporter, 
following the opening cetemany -of 
the naw- Shameen.- beonch of - the 
Hongkong _apd- Shanghai bankisg 
Corporstion on? Saturday morning. 
In th» course .of-.:an_able 
speech complimenting - the Bank 
on its enterprise. he. hd referred to 
China's political troubles, remarking 
that Canton was anxious for unity 
but would only accept. honourable 
unity under a proper government. 
Our representative had accordingly 
asked him how he proposed to achieve 
that unity. : 

“We want o government with 
modern ideas,” continued Dr. Wu 
Ting-fang, “a demorratic government, 
an honest government.” 

* But how will you achieve that?" 
pressed our representative. 

“The Chinese slmost without 
exception favour good. honest, demo- 
cratic government,” replied Dr. Wu 
Ting-fang. ‘SAH: we git is that 
‘sou give _us_a chance. We want 
the powers fo withdraw recognition 
fromthe Peking Government so that 
wre shall be placed on level terms with 
the North. The world can then see 
which government the people favour. 

“Most of the provinces, while 
nominally owing allegiance to Peking 
favour the Canton cause. At the 
moment they do not consider it 
safe to declare their real views 
openly, but if the powers withdraw 
recogaition from Peking we should 
soon see which government the people 
would trust, andin less than a Year 
China wouldbe united once more, So 
long asthe ‘powers’ continue to 
recognise Peking soon uball wa have 
perpetual struggle and strife in China. 
“Of course, Lfavour the powers with- 
drawing recognition from Peking and 
granting it’ to Canto, butif that is 
too drastic and they still refuse: to 

ise us, 1 suggest that they at 
least place us on the same footing,” 
added Dr. Wo Ting-fang. ‘‘Is that 
not fair?” ; 

“Bat you would still have the 
Peking militarists,” said our repre- 
sentative. “‘Mow do you propese to 
achieve unity with them stillin power 
in the North?” 

“Weehave the meaus,”-replied Dr. 
‘Wn Ting-fang with a smile. “They 
are intelligent people who understand 
where their best interedts lie. We 
can talk’to them, we can convitce 
them. Besides, they are not foreigners, 
‘They bey inese. We can sentie i 
it we are left slone. The great pomt 
is, withdraw recognition first of afl 
and place us on level terms. Bat I 
thnk if. you-do not recognise us it 
wil; mean’ the present ~ unsettled 
conditions contimféd indefinitely. — 

His attention having. beéo drawn 
toLord Northelifie’s. message to The 
Times published in the China Mail 
the previous’ day, Dr, Wu Ting-fang 
observed that the distinguished 
visitor was’ powerful man with a 
great persdnality. “There wis no 
doubt about that. { When he visited 
Canton he had s long conference 
with me but he didnot commit 
hinself to much expression of opinion 
regarding the Canton viewpoint. He 
is-a very careful man. However, 
what he did say largely coincided 
with our view. It was an agreeable 
surprise to learn: that™he opposed 
renewal of the -Japan alliance. A 
little while ago L.was in favour of 
the treaty myself but I have now 
com’ to Hold thé’ opposite ‘view. 
Six months ago I favoured the treaty: 
now: I say it is no good. If it is 
renewed it_will only be a source of 
fiction, and perhaps it will be'impos-"
